Mr.  Hartman  moved  to  proceed  to  the  nomination  and  elec- 
tion of  a  President  of  Common  Council  lor  the  ensuing  term. 
Which  was  agreed  to. 
The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order. 
Mr.  Hartman  nominated  Charles  Lawrence. 
The  President  called  Mr.  Bardsley  to  the  chair. 
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Mr.  Anderson  moved  that  Charles  Lawrence  be  elected  by 
acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimou.slj  agreed  to. 

And  Charles  Lawrence  was  declared  unanimously  elected 
President  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Iseminger  conducted  tlie  President  to  the  chair,  when 
lie  administered  the  oath  of  office  to  him. 

Mr.  Lawrence,  upon  taking  the  chair,  made  the  following 
address  : 

Gentlemen  OF  Common  Council  : — For  the  fourth  con- 
secutive term  I  have  been  selected  by  you  to  jareside  over  your 
deliberations.  I  desire  to  express  to  you  my  keen  apprecia- 
tion of  the  honors  you  have  bestowed  upon  me^  and  to  assure 
you  that  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  I  will  endeavor  to  per- 
form my  duties  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  and  with  fairness 
and  impartiality,  relying  upon  3'ou  for  forbearance  and  as- 
sistance. 

We  are  now  about  to  inaugurate  a  government  under  the 
new  City  Charter,  and  radical  changes  will  be  made  in  the 
management  of  the  several  departments.  The  Board  of  Man- 
agers of  the  House  of  Correction  and  Guardians  of  the  Poor 
are  abolished,  and  in  their  stead  a  Commission  of  five  members 
has  been  appointed  to  take  their  places  and  perform  their  du- 
ties. The  Fire  Commissioners  and  the  Trustees  of  the  City 
Gas  Works  are  also  dispensed  with,  and  the  duties  heretofore 
performed  by  the  gentlemen  composing  these  Boards  will  de- 
volve upon  the  Directors  of  Safety  and  Public  Works.  In 
looking  over  the  past,  those  of  us  who  have  been  brought  into 
official  connection  with  the  retiring  members  of  these  Boards 
can  understand  the  immense  amount  of  labor  they  have  cheer- 
fully given  to  the  public  without  fee  or  reward,  and  I  feel 
that  some  recognition  of  it  should  be  shown.  A  number  of 
these  gentlemen  have  devoted  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought, 
laboring  for  the  benefit  of  the  Departments  to  which  they  were 
attached,  and  I  think  they  are  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
people,  and  should  be  gi-atefully  remembered  for  the  great 
good  they  have  accomplished. 

The  House  of  Correction  will  compare  favorably  with  any 
institution  of  the  kind  in  the  country  ;  and  the  Philadelphia 
Hospital,  under  the  direction  of  the  Guardians  of  the  Poor, 
has  the  reputation  of  being  one  of  the  best  hospitals  in  the

city.  These  institutions  were  managed  by  gentlemen  who 
gave  their  time  and  attention  as  a  labor  of  love.  The  Com- 
missioners who  succeed  them  will  have  the  advantao-e  of  find- 
ing  experienced  and  capable  Superintendents  in  charge,  who 
will  be  able  to  render  them  valuable  aid. 

I  would  strongly  urge  upon  Councils  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding another  steamer  for  the*  conveyance  of  the  prisoners  to 
the  House  of  Correction.  The  Harbor  Police  and  Fire  Boat, 
Wm.  S.  Stokley  has  been  used  for  that  purpose,  but  it  should 
be  kept  to  guard  the  Delaware  river  front  of  the  city.  A  dif- 
ferent style  of  boat  should  be  procured,  to  have  the  cells  on 
the  deck  and  not  down  in  the  forward  hold  as  is  the  case  on 
the  Stokley.  In  case  of  collision  or  accident  whei'eby  a  hole 
was  stove  in  the  bow,  causing  a  leak,  it  would  probably  be  im- 
possible to  rescue  the  prisoners  who  might  at  the  time  be 
locked  in  the  cells  below.  When  the  new  County  Prison,  now^ 
being  erected,  adjacent  to  the  House  of  Correction,  is  com- 
pleted, the  services  of  the  boat  in  conveying  supplies,  etc.,  to 
these  institutions  would  soon  pay  for  the  cost,  and  at  the  same- 
time  we  would  have  the  constant  services  of  the  Stokley  as  a 
Police  and  Fire  boat. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  burnt  portion  of  the  Insane  Depart- 
ment of  the  Almshouse  has  not  yet  been  fitted  for  occupancy.. 
Councils  appropriated  the  amount  of  the  bid  for  the  work,  but 
through  some  misunderstanding  between  the  architect  and  the 
contractor,  some  of  the  essentials  for  completing  the  building 
have  been  omitted.  I  am  informed  that  about  ^1,750  will  be 
enough  to  procure  what  is  necessary,  and  the  building  can  then, 
be  occupied  in  a  very  short  time  after  the  money  is  available, 
and  I  trust  it  will  be  attended  to  immediately,  as  the  buildings 
is  needed  very  much.  Many  improvements  have  been  made- 
at  the  Almshouse  during  the  past  year,  and  I  sincerely  hope- 
that  Superintendent  Koney  will  be  sustained  and  assisted  in 
his  efforts. 

Our  financial  condition  continues  to  improve,  our  debt  is- 
being  reduced  steadily,  and  our  appropriations  to  the  interest 
account  and  for  the  Sinking  Fund  are  correspondingly  less. 
During  the  past  ten  years  the  tax  rate  has  been  lowered  from 
|;2.25  to  $1.85,  and  the  debt  has  been  reduced  nearly 
$14,000,000.  Everything  is  paid  for  as  we  go  along,  and 
when  our  assets  are  considered  in  connection  with  our  liabili- 
ties, our   financial   affairs   are  in   a   healthy   condition.     The- 
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placing  of  the  Gas  Works  in  the  Department  of  Public  Works, 
and  the  receipts  being  paid  into  the  Receiver  of  Taxes,  will 
make  a  difference  in  the  receipts  and  expenditures  which  can 
be  better  calculated  upon  next  year  than  at  the  present  time. 

Two  years  ago  I  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  would  be 
better  if  we  could  make  our  contracts  for  street  cleaning  for  a 
period  of  years,  so  that  the  contractors  could  afford  to  procure 
the  necessary  number  of  horses  and  carts  together  with  the  best 
machinery  to  do  the  work  in  a  thorough  manner.  To  enable 
us  to  do  so  would  require  an  act  of  the  Legislature.  A  year 
ago,  in  referring  to  this  subject,  I  said  "It  might  be  well  to 
consider  the  advisability  of  the  city  purchasing  the  machinery, 
and  to  either  make  contracts  to  have  the  work  done,  and  allow 
the  contractor  to  have  the  use  of  the  plant,  or  to  employ  men 
under  the  direction  of  the  Highway  Department  to  do  it." 
I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  these  views ;  but,  on  the 
contrary,  I  am  more  strengthened  in  them.  Much  interest  is 
felt  in  the  termination  of  the  suit  now  pending,  to  test  whether 
the  city  can  compel  the  Passenger  Railway  Companies  to 
pave  the  streets  upon  which  their  tracks  are  laid,  with  granite 
blocks.  Some  of  the  Companies  offered  to  pay  one-half  of 
the  expense  if  the  city  paid  the  balance,  and  Councils  passed 
a  bill  appropriating  $70,000  for  that  purpose,  but  the  bill  was 
vetoed,  owing  to  an  opinion  given  by  the  City  Solicitor,  that 
Councils  had  no  right  to  spend  a  dollar  upon  a  street  upon 
which  tracks  were  laid.  Councils  appropriated  for  this  year 
$150,000  for  granite  blocks  or  other  improved  paving,  on 
streets  upon  which  no  tracks  are  laid. 

The  water  supply  has  been  the  subject  of  much  thought, 
and  much  difference  of  opinion  has  been  expressed.  The  dis- 
tribution has  been  much  improved  during  the  past  year,  and 
much  more  is  contemplated  for  this.  A  new  pumping-engine 
with  a  capacity  of  20,000,000  gallons  per  day  has  been  con- 
tracted for,  and  when  it  is  completed,  it  is  hoped  there  will  be 
a  full  supply  for  all  purposes.  The  proper  steps  are  being 
taken  for  the  completion  of  at  least  a  portion  of  the  East 
Park  and  the  erection  of  the  Cambria  street  reservoirs.  With 
the  completion  of  the  intercepting  sewer  and  these  additional 
reservoirs,  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  quality  of  the  water  will 
be  much  improved.  During  the  past  year  a  proposition  was 
made  by  a  company  to  lease  the  works,  but  Councils  very 
wisely,  I   think,  declined  to  accept  it.      The  drainage  system 
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is   cai"efully  looked   after   and  a  large   number  of  sewers  are 
being  built  every  year. 

Application  was  made  to  the  Honorable  Secretary  of  the 
Navy  for  a  School  Ship  to  be  located  at  this  port,  for  the 
purpose  of  educating  young  men  for  seamen.  Congress  ap- 
propriated $30,000  for  the  purpose  of  repairing  one  of  the 
naval  ships  for  that  purpose,  that  being  the  amount  that  I 
was  informed  would  be  required,  but  the  Navy  Department  has 
not  yet  found  a  vessel  that  can  be  repaired  for  double  that 
amount — so  the  officers  appointed  to  examine  the  vessels  re- 
port— although  a  ship  could  be  built  for  the  sum  appropriated. 
Why  it  is  so,  I  cannot  understand  ;  but  the  matter  will  not  be 
dropped  in  this  shape,  as  it  is  of  too  much  imp(!»rtance,  and  I 
am  satisfied  from  the  interviews  I  have  had  with  the  Honor- 
able Secretary  of  the  Navy  that  he  is  disposed  to  help  us. 

The  consolidation  of  the  various  departments,  which  will 
come  under  the  direction  of  the  Directors  of  Public  Works 
and  Public  Safety,  will  throw  a  great  amount  of  labor  and  re- 
sponsibility on  the  gentlemen  who  will  fill  those  positions,  and 
they  will  require  assistance  from  you.  I  feel  that  you  will  be 
always  ready  to  strengthen  them,  and  to  lend  your  aid  to  make 
the  new  government  as  successful  as  we  all  desire  it  will  be. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Hartman  nominated  John  Eckstein. 

Mr.  Cleaver  moved  that  John  Eckstein  be  elected  by  accla- 
mation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  John  Eckstein  was  declared  unanimousl}^  elected  Clerk 
of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

Mr.  Grace  nominated  George  W.  Kochersperger. 

Mr.  James  moved  that  George  W.  Kochersperger  be  elected 
by  acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  George  W.  Kochersperger  was  declared  unanimously 
elected  Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing 
term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Second  Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council. 
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Mr.  Grim  nominated  Gavin  Neilson. 

Mr.  Upperman  moved  that  Gavin  Neilson  be  elected  by  ac- 
clamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  Gavin  Neilson  was  declared  unanimously  elected 
Second  Assistant  Clerk  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing 
term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Sergean't-at-Arms  of  Common  Council. 

Mr.  Purnell  nominated  George  W.  Johnson. 

Mr.  Hazard  moved  that  George  W.  Johnson  be  elected  by 
acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  George  W.  Johnson  was  declared  unanimously  elected 
Sergeant-at-Arms  of  Common  Council  for  the  ensuing  term. 

The  President  announced  that  nominations  were  in  order  for 
Assistant  Sergeant-at-Arms  of  Common  Council. 

Mr.  McCoach  nominated  William  H.  Felton. 

Mr.  Henderson  moved  that  William  H.  Felton  be  elected  by 
acclamation. 

Which  was  unanimously  agreed  to. 

And  William  H.  Felton  was  declared  unanimously  elected

The  hour  of  12  M.  having  arrived, 

The  President  called  Common  Council  to  order. 

Select  Council  being  introduced,  and  Select  and  Common 
Councils  being  assembled  in 

Joint  Convention. 
The  President  of  Select  Council,  Mr.  Gates,  in  the  chair, 

Who  announced  that  Select  and  Common  Councils  had  as- 
sembled in  conformity  with  the  Act  of  Assembly,  approved 
March  10,  1875,  entitled  "An  Act  fixing  and  regulating  the 
terms  of  all  members  of  Councils,  and  other  city,  ward, 
borough,  and  township  officers,  excepting  school  directors, 
elected  by  the  people,  and  fixing  the  time  of  the  municipal 
governments  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  the  inauguration  of 
the  ^Mayors  of  all  the  cities  of  the  same,"  for  the  purpose  of 
inaugurating  the  Mayor  elect. 
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Mr,  Hammett  (of  Select  Council)  from  the  Joint  Committee 
to  make  arrangements  for  the  inauguration,  reported  that  the 
Committee  had  attended  to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  that 
the  Honorable  William  B.  Smith,  Mayor,  and  Edwin  H.  Fitler, 
Mayor-elect,  Avere  now  pi-esent,  with  the  Honorable  Craig 
Biddle. 

Honorable  Craig  Biddle  then  administered  the  oath  of  office 
to  the  Mayor-elect. 

Rev.  James  D.  Newlin  offered  up  an  appropriate  and  im- 
pressive prayer. 

After  which  the  Honorable  Edwin  H.  Fitler,  Mayor,  de- 
livered the  following  address : 

Gentlemen   of   the    Select  and   Common   Councils   of 
THE  City  of  Philadelphia  : 

This  day  marks  a  new  departure  in  the  history  of  our  city 
government  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  en- 
titled ''An  Act  to  provide  for  the  better  government  of  cities^ 
of  the  first-class  in  this  Commonwealth,  approved  June  1, 
1885. 

Having  been  chosen  by  my  fellow-citizens  to  fill  the  high 
position  of  Mayor  and  taken  the  oath  of  office,  I  fully  recog- 
nize the  responsibility  placed  upon  me,  and  am  resolved  to  en- 
force the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Ordinances  of  the 
city  without  fear  or  favor. 

Henceforth  the  sole  executive  power  will  be  vested  in  the 
Mayor,  who  is  authorized  to  appoint  a  Director  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Safety,  a  Director  of  the  Department  of  Pub- 
lic Works,  and  a  President  and  four  Directors  comprising  the 
Board  of  Public  Charities  and  Correction.  With  few  excep- 
tions these  Directors,  under  my  supervision,  will  control  and 
manage  the  entire  affiiirs  of  the  city,  and  for  the  first  time  in 
her  history  our  citizens  will  have  a  concentration  of  power 
under  one  head,  and  it  will  not  be  difficult  to  locate  a  neglect 
or  an  avoidance  of  duty  in  any  branch  of  the  departments. 

Gas  Works. 

By  virtue  of  the  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  the  Gas  Works  is  abolished,  and  the  manufacture 
and  distribution  of  gas  is  placed  under  the  control  of  the 
Director  of  the  Department  of  Public  Works. 
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In  making  the  transfer  the  Trustees  have  rendered  every 
assistance  in  their  power,  and  we  hope  that  by  careful  and 
judicious  management,  and  by  economy,  to  produce  satisfac- 
tory results. 

Finance. 

It  is  especially  gratifying  to  know  that  the  finances  of  the 
city  are  in  a  good  condition.  Under  the  opei-ations  of  the 
Act  of  June  11,  1879,  known  as  the  "Pay  as  you  go  Act," 
the  debt  of  the  city  has  been  reduced  over  twelve  millions  of 
dollars.  She  has  also  paid  promptly  all  of  her  current  ex- 
penses, and  for  the  year  1887  there  are  over  three  millions  of 
dollars  appropriated  and  available  for  permanent  improve- 
ments. 

The  high  premiums,  averaging  between  20  and  30  per  cent., 
that  our  Sinking  Fund  Commission  is  compelled  to  pay  for  in- 
vestments, will  cause  a  deficiency  in  our  accumulations  of  from 
six  to  seven  millions  of  dollars  between  now  and  the  maturity 
of  our  loans — the  Commission  being  restricted  under  the  law 
to  the  purchase  of  city  loans,  the  loans  of  the  State  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  of  the  United  States.  If  possible  this  loss, 
should  be  avoided. 

If  a  plan  could  be  devised  and  an  inducement  offered  to  tlie 
holders  of  the  outstanding  loan  by  which  they  would  release 
the  city  from  the  Sinking  Fund  clause,  the  Commission  would 
be  enabled  to  cancel  the  twenty  million  dollars  of  securities 
held  by  it,  and  the  great  loss  referred  to  could  be  saved  and  at 
least  one  million  eight  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars  now 
annually  paid  in  interest  and  appropriations  to  said  Fund  be 
used  for  permanent  improvements.  I  commend  this  important 
subject  as  one  worthy  of  your  serious  consideration. 

Water. 

In  all  parts  of  our  city  we  have  an  ample  supply  of  water, 
with  a  pumping  capacity  sufficient  to  meet  the  demands  for 
the  next  twelve  or  fifteen  years ;  but  our  storage  capacity  is 
limited,  and  the  condition  of  the  water  after  a  freshet  renders 
it  almost  unfit  for  use. 

There  are  185,000  people  living  in  the  northern  part  of  the 
city  who  are  supplied  with  water  by  direct  pumpage  from  the 
river,  owing  to  the  fact  that  there  are  no  reservoirs  of  sufficient 
altitude  to  distribute  the  water  through  that  section. 
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To  remedy  this  evil  we  must  have  subsiding  basins.  The 
citizens  demand  this  improvement.  The  completion  of  the 
East  Park  and  Cambria  reservoirs,  the  extension  of  the  Mt. 
Airy  basin,  with  the  proper  mains  to  convey  the  water  from 
the  pumping-engines  to  these  reservoirs  and  thence  into  dis- 
tribution, can  be  completed  for  the  sum  of  two  million  dollars, 
which  will  give  to  the  whole  city,  excepting  Manayunk  and 
West  Philadelphia,  a  storage  supply  for  at  least  fifteen  days. 
This  will  allow  the  stoppage  of  the  pumping-engines  for-  a 
sufficient  length  of  time  to  permit  the  water  in  the  river  to 
subside  after  heavy  freshets,  and  by  this  means  give  to  our 
citizens  clean  water,  equal  to  that  supplied  to  any  city  in  the 
United  States,  perhaps  with  one  exception.  As  experts  differ 
as  to  the  quality  of  our  water,  I  base  this  assertion  upon  the 
death-rate  of  Philadelphia,  which  is  lower  than  any  city  in  the 
world,  except  London. 

The  subject  of  filtration  is  one  that  should  be  discussed  and 
carefully  investigated.  It  might  be  desirable  for  temporary 
relief  to  make  an  experiment  with  a  small  section  of  our  water 
supply.  At  the  same  time  the  subsiding  reservoirs  should  be 
pressed  to  completion,  for  no  matter  what  system  of  supply  be 
adopted,  they  will  be  needed  to  perfect  it. 

Philadelphia  has  expended  within  the  past  three  years 
^80,000  in  making  surveys  to  the  north  of  the  city  with  a 
view  to  ascertaining  the  best  source  from  which  to  obtain  a 
supply  of  clean  water.  The  information  thus  secured  has 
been  laid  aside  for  future  use. 


HiGHAVAYS. 

The  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  are  in  a  disgraceful 
condition.  They  are  both  unclean  and  badly  paved.  There 
is  no  Department  of  the  City  Government  in-  which  more 
determination  and  greater  vigor  will  be  required  than  in  this. 
The  system  under  which  the  work  has  been  done  in  this  De- 
partment has  not  proven  satisfactory.  Contractors  have  been 
willing  to  accept  any  contract,  presuming  when  they  did  so 
that  it  would  not  be  strictly  enforced,  and  it  has  resulted  in 
their  complete  demoralization.  It  is  the  determination  of  this 
administration  to  insist  upon  the  fulfilment  of  every  contract, 
and  failure  on  the  part  of  any.  contractor  to  meet  his  agree- 
ment will   result  in  the  annulment  thereof,  and  recourse  to 
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law  against  his  securities.  My  belief  is  that  this  will  bring 
about  a  healthier  state  of  affairs. 

It  may  be  found  necessary  to  abolish  the  contract  system 
for  cleaning  our  streets  and  collecting  the  ashes  and  garbage, 
and  to  inaugurate  a  plan  by  which  the  city  will  own  the 
machinery  and  do  the  work  under  her  own  supervision.  This 
might  be  tested  in  a  section  of  the  city  to  ascertain  if  the 
result  would  justify  the  adoption  of  such  plan. 

Should,  however,  the  present  system  be  continued,  I  beg 
to  recommend  that  contracts  for  the  cleaning  and  repairing 
of  streets  and  the  collection  of  ashes  and  garbage,  be  entered 
into  for  a  term  of  from  three  to  five  years,  to  enable  the  con- 
tractor to  make  proper  provision  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  work.  A  bill  to  this  effect  is  now  before  the  Legisla- 
ture,  and  I  suggest  that  Councils  urge  its  passage. 

It  has  been  explained  to  me  that  the  City  Solicitor  has 
given  an  opinion  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Passenger  Railway 
Companies  not  only  to  repair  the  streets  used  by  them,  but 
also  to  repave  them  from  curb  to  curb.  A  suit  is  now  pend- 
ing to  decide  this  important  question.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
the  City  Solicitor  will  press  it  to  an  early  conclusion,  so  that 
action  may  be  taken  by  either  the  Railway  Companies  or  by 
Councils,  as  the  suit  may  determine,  in  improving  the  streets 
in  the  heart  of  the  city,  nearly  all  of  which  are  used  by  said 
companies. 

I  am  further  informed  that  the  city  and  many  of  these 
companies  had  an  understanding  by  which  the  former  were 
to  divide  with  the  latter  the  costs  for  improved  street  pave- 
ments, and  that  Councils  appropriated  $100,000  to  begin  this 
improvement,  but  by  reason  of  the  opinion  referred  to,  the 
work  could  not  be  commenced. 

Grade  Crossings. 

It  is  important  that  steam  railroad  crossings  at  grade  in  the 
city  be  abolished,  as  loss  of  life  and  injury  to  persons  are 
constantly  occurring.  I  Avill  co-operate  with  you  in  abolish- 
ing those  now  existing,  and  in  refusing  any  privilege  therefor 
in  future. 

Police  Force. 

Permit  me  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  increase  in 
population  and  growth  of  Philadelphia  within  the  past  ten

years.  Notwithstanding  these  facts,  together  with  the  in- 
creased value  of  the  built-up  territory  from  which  she  derives- 
a  large  revenue,  we  have  made  no  addition  to  our  police  force, 
in  consequence  of  which,  there  are  to-day,  sections  of  the  city 
with  a  population  of  one  hundred  thousand  people  guarded  by 
less  than  fifty  officers.  It  is  our  duty  to  protect  the  people- 
and  their  property,  and  to  enlarge  the  police  force  at  the 
earliest  moment  practicable,  and  I  therefore  commend  this 
subject  to  your  most  earnest  consideration. 

Blockley  Almshouse. 

I  present  to  you  the  importance  of  the  removal  of  the 
Blockley  Almshouse  to  the  vicinity  of  the  House  of  Correc- 
tion, leaving  the  hospital  now  connected  with  it  in  its  present 
location.  The  separation  of  the  pauper  population  from  our 
sick  and  our  insane  will  appeal  to  the  sympathies  of  all  good 
citizens.  Over  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  are  already 
available  for  the  beginning  of  this  good  work,  and  I  trust 
Councils  will  take  prompt  action  thereon. 

Education. 

The  education  of  our  children  is  one  of  the  most  important 
trusts  committed  to  us,  and  brings  with  it  a  grave  responsi- 
bility. The  children  of  to-day  will  be  our  successors,  and  the 
welfare  of  the  community  is  advanced  or  retarded  by  the  intel- 
liajence  or  ignorance  of  the  masses.  Earnest  efforts  should  be 
made  to  provide  facilities  for  the  proper  instruction  and  train- 
ing of  every  child  in  the  community. 

New  City  Hall. 

The  early  completion  of  the  New  City  Hall  is  desired,  in 
order  that  the  accommodations  to  be  provided  therein  can  be 
utilized  by  the  public,  and  the  rents  now  paid  by  the  city — 
amounting  to  over  $30,000  per  annum — be  saved. 

PpLES  AND  Overhead  Wires. 

Councils  should  make  strong  and  vigorous  efforts  to  rid  the 
streets  of  poles  and  overhead  wires.  They  are  not  only  un- 
sightly but  dangerous  in  case  of  fire. 
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Transit. 

Rapid  and  cheap  transit  appears  to  be  almost  within  our 
reach.  Councils  having  approved  a  bill  for  an  underground 
road  traversing  many  miles  of  our  streets.  The  fare  of  the 
fiurface  roads  has  been  reduced,  and  the  transfer  system  has 
brought  this  mode  of  travel  to  a  minimum  of  cost,  and  con- 
tinues to  add  to  the  comfort  and  convenience  of  the  people. 
Elevated  roads  will  next  demand  our  attention. 

Reorganization  of  Departments. 

It  will  be  necessary  to  reorganize  many  of  the  present  City 
Departments,  and  consolidate  them  under  the  respective  heads 
already  indicated,  and  in  due  time  I  will  have  the  honor  to 
submit  ordinances  to  this  effect  for  your  consideration  and 
action. 

In  conclusion,  gentlemen,  I  beg  that  you  will  unite  with 
me  in  an  earnest  endeavor  to  carry  to  a  successful  issue  the 
important  measures  that  I  have  indicated,  and  assist  the  new 
administration  to  discharge  the  duties  entrusted  to  its  care. 
Without  your  aid  we  can  do  but  little.  With  it  much  can 
be  accomplished  in  promoting  the  welfare  of  our  great  city.

All 
moneys  due  the  City  of  Philadelphia  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Receiver  of  Taxes,  and  it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to 
pay  moneys  to  any  one  for  the  city  except  as  above  stated."

While  I  cannot  admit  that  the  Reading  Company  is  in  any 
default  in  so  occupying  Broad  street,  it  is  my  purpose  to  render 
such  occupancy  as  may  be  necessary  to  the  Company's  busi- 
ness as  little  harmful  to  the  public  as  possible.  With  this 
purpose  in  view  I,  sometime  since,  directed  the  preparation  of 
plans  for  the  removal  of  the  present  passenger  station  to  the 
west  side  of  that  street.  The  consideration  of  this  meeting 
has  not  yet  been  concluded,  but  I  hope  that  it  may  result  in 
such  an  arrangement  as,  while  doing  justice  to  the  Company, 
may  advance  the  public  interests  in  this  matter.     I   expect 
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before  long  to  have  the  reports  submitted  to  me  on  this  sub- 
ject, when  I  will  determine  what  action  can  be  taken  on  behalf 
of  the  Company.

That  Section  1  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  provide  for  the  granting  of  build- 
ing permits,"  approved  May  3,  1855,  be  altered  and  amended 
to  read  as  follows  : 

"  Section  1.  Tlie  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain.  That  when  any  person  or  persons 
shall  be  about  to  erect  or  repair  any  house  or  building  within 
the  City  of  Philadelphia,  and  shall  be  desirous  to  occupy  a 
part  of  the  public  street  or  road  for  placing  building  materials 
thereon,  he  or  they  shall  make  application  to  the  License  Clerk, 
at  the  Bureau  of  Plighways,  stating  tlie  number  and  extent  of 
such  buildincr  or  buildings,  for  the  accommodation  of  which 
he  may  desire  so  to  occupy  said  street  or  road,  and  thereupon 
the  License  Clerk  shall  issue  a  written  or  printed  permit  to 
occupy  such  part  of  any  public  street  or  road  in  the  neighbor- 
hood for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  not  exceeding  in  extent  the 
dimensions  of  the  front  of  the  premises  about  to  be  built  upon 
or  repaired,  and  eighty  (80)  feet  in  addition  thereto,  and  not 
exceeding  nine  (9)  feet  in  breadth,  and  one  (1)  foot  over  curb- 
stone, with  a  gutter  left  along  curb  fifteen  (15)  inches  wide 
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and  twelve  (12)  inches  high,  with  clean-out  holes  twelve  by 
eighteen  (12  by  1(^)  every  twenty-five  (25)  feet  in  length,  for 
any  time  not  exceeding  four  (4)  months,  as  shall  be  deemed 
necessary  and  reasonable  :  Provided,  That  a  sufficient  passage 
or  cartway  shall  at  all  times  be  left  unincumbered  between 
said  building  materials  and  the  opposite  curbstone  for  the  pas- 
sage of  vehicles  :  And  provided  further.  That  no  building 
materials  be  placed  within  four  (4)  feet  of  any  fire  plug  or  flag 
stone  crossing,  or  within  two  and  a-half  (2J)  feet  of  any  rail- 
road track,  "  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent 
herewith  be,  and  the  same  are.  hereby  repealed.

There  are  available  for  duty  at  night  twenty-six  men,  and  in 
the  daytime  thirteen  men.  It  is  a  common  saying  there  among 
the  citizens,  that  we  never  see  a  policeman.  No  wonder.  When 
so  few  men  have  to  patrol  a  District  extending  from  German- 
town  avenue  on  the  Avest,  to  Gunner's  run  on  the  east,  a 
distance  of  two  miles ;  and  from  Lehigh  avenue  on  the  north, 
to  Oxford  street  on  the  south,  a  distance  of  fully  one  and  a 
half  miles,  containing  a  population  of  100,000.  No  part  of 
this  Police  District  is  rural.  All  of  which  is  compactly  built, 
being  the  centre  of  the  largest  manufacturing  district  in  this 
country.  Mayor  Fitler,  in  his  inaugural  address,  in  speaking 
of  the  inefficiency  of  the  Police  Force,  alluded  to  this  District 
wdien  saying,  how  impossible  it  was  for  so  few  men  as  fifty-six 
to  patrol  so  large  a  Police  District,  containing  so  much  terri- 
tory and  a  population  of  100,000.  There  are  twenty-six  beats 
in  this  District.  No.  26  beat  is  bounded  west  side  of  Fifth 
street  to  east  side  of  Germantown  avenue,  north  side  of  York 
street  to  the  south  side  of  Lehigh  avenue,  containing  1,700 
houses,  15  factories,  and  4  large  churches;  No.  10  beat  has 
1,300  houses  and  23  factories ;  No.  3  beat  has  1,063  houses, 
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and  15  factories;  No.  19  beat  has  1,230  houses,  and  15  fac- 
tories; No.  20  beat  has  l,o5o  houses,  and  13  factories.  There 
is  one  square  on  this  beat  that  has  a  popuhition  of  900 — 
Waterloo  street,  between  Cumberland  and  Huntingdon  streets. 
So  I  could  go  on.  The  most  of  these  beats  I  have  mentioned 
contain  more  territory  and  population  than  some  of  our  small 
wards  in  the  cit3\  Your  Sub-Committee  have  agreed  to  recom- 
mend that  the  petition  be  reported  back  to  Councils  with  a 
favorable  recommendation,  and  that  the  Chairman  of  this  Com- 
mittee be  requested  to  offer  an  ordinance  in  Councils  favoring 
the  increase  of  the  Police  Force  in  that  District  to  thirty  (30) 
additional  patrolmen,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  ^13,737.60,  and 
submit  for  your  consideration  the  annexed  ordinance.

dollars. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to 
make  an  additional  appropriation  for  this  work,  or  that   no 
ordinances  for  the  construction  of  sewers  be  passed  until  the 
work  already  ordered  is  completed.

the  Bureau  of  Gas,  being  required  to  be  examined  and  audited 
in  this  department,  it  would  be  necessary  to  largely  increase 
the  clerical  force  thereof. 

This  change  having  been  made  through  the  recent  ordinance 
of  Councils,  the  immediate  necessity  for  the  increase  now 
arises. 

In  order  to  properly  record  the  returns  now  required  to  be 
made,  and  to  make  as  thorough  an  audit  of  the  accounts  of 
the  Water  and  Gas  Bureaus  as  is  now  made  in  the  Tax  and 
other  departments  of  the  city,  it  will  be  necessary  that  the 
clerical  force  of  this  Department  be  considerably  enlarged,  to 
meet  these  new  requirements. 

I  would  respectfully  urge  upon  your  Honorable  Bodies  the 
need  for  immediate  action  upon  this  subject,  which  I  consider 
of  the  greatest  importance  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Bureaus  referred  to,  and  their  accountability  to  the  City  of 
Philadelphia.

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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Committee  on  Surveys : 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  was  referred 
the  distribution  of  the  appropriation  for  main  sewers  to  the 
Department  of  Surveys  for  1887,  beg  leave  to  report  that  they 
have  visited  each  locality  and  considered  with  the  utmost  at- 
tention its  wants  and  the  proportion  of  the  fund  that  can  be 
equitably  allotted  to  it. 

Your  Committee  were  early  impressed  with  the  fact  that 
many  times  the  sum  at  their  disposal  would  not  provide  for  all 
the  drainage  required,  and  their  business  was  to  determine 
which  demand  should  be  granted  in  full,  to  Avhicli  a  partial 
relief  should  be  afforded,  and  which  might  with  some  degree 
of  safety  be  postponed  for  a  time. 

The  inevitable  pollution  of  the  streams  flowing  through  a 
populous  community,  has,  in  this  city,  reached  its  limit  of 
safety,  and  your  Committee  feel  a  degree  of  uneasiness  lest  in 
the  event  of  disease  decimating  the  community,  their  reports 
should  be  appealed  to  to  divert  the  responsibility. 

For  this  reason  no  attempt  will  be  made  to  represent  the 
conditions  of  any  of  the  sections  where  drainage  is  petitioned 
for  as  even  bearable,  and  it  is  respectfully  impressed  upon 
every  member  of  the  Committee  on  Surveys  to  add  his  voice 
in  the  Chamber  in  favor  of  ample  and  speedy  appropriations. 

No  better  illustration  can  be  given  of  these  remarks  than 
the  present  Gunner's  Run  canal  which  drags  its  fetid  stream 
through  a  densely  populated  section,  spreading  the  seeds  of 
disease  which  may  invade  the  entire  community. 

The  culverting  of  Mill  creek  can  no  longer  be  postponed. 
The  houses  on  both  sides  have  been  built  close  up  upon  the 
stream,  which  is  foul  Avith  the  drainage  of  a  wide  and  popu- 
lous section,  and  the  situation  is  such  as  to  leave  no  choice 
but  to  set  apart  a  considerable  sum  for  this  particular  work 
which  will  insure  its  completion,  and  by  the  improvement  it 
will  induce,  will  speedily  reimburse  the  city  by  the  increased 
valuation  of  the  property. 

The  same  observation  may  apply  to  all  the  sewers  examined 
by  this  Committee ;  their  necessity  and  the  impetus  they  will 
give  to  improvement  are  apparent  upon  inspection. 

In  two  cases  (Aramingo  canal,  Tioga  to  Ontario,  and  on 
the  Wingohocking  creek,  from  Armat  street  to  the  railroad), 
the  sewers  will  incidentally  greatly  benefit  private  property,. 
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and   if  there  be   any  method   of  ascertaining   and   collecting 
such  benefits,  we  recommend  that  it  be  done. 

Your  Committee,*  finally,  present  the  following  table  as 
representing  the  result  of  their  labors,  and  beg  for  it  your 
ftivorable  consideration.     It  appropriates  as  follows  :

To  the  Committee  on  Municipal  Government. 

Gentlemen  : — Your  Sub-Committee,  to  whom  were  referred 
the  two  resolutions  which  are  hereto  annexed,  beg  leave  to  re- 
port, that  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  general 
committee,  they  met  in  conference  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and 
the  Directors  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Safety  and  Public 
Works.  None  of  the  other  heads  of  departments  were  pres- 
ent, although  all  are  equally  interested  in  the  proper  adjust- 
ment of  the  matters  which  your  Committee  has  been  authorized 
to  consider. 

The  difficulty  which  has  given  occasion  to  the  presentation 
in  Common  Councils  of  the  tAvo  resolutions  above  leferred  to, 
appears  to  arise  in  the  interpretation  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bullitt  Act.  The  terms  "Executive  Power"  and  "Executive 
Functions,"  as  they  are  used  in  the  Bullitt  xVct  are  difficult  of 
accurate  definition.     Your  Committee  submitted  to  the  Mayor 
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and  to  the  Directors  of  Public  Safety  and  Public  Works  the 
views  which  they  believe  to  be  entertained  by  Councils  upon 
the  matters  referred  to  in  the  resolutions,  and  a  very  full  and 
free  discussion  of  the  whole  subject  occurred.  It  is  justly  due 
to  the  Mayor  and  his  directors  to  say  that  they  entirely  disclaim 
any  aiid  all  desire  or  purpose  to  interfere  wfth  what  the  law 
shall  define  to  be  the  duties  of  Councils  ;  and  your  Committee 
feel  that  the  Executive  Branches  of  the  City  Government  are 
entitled  to  receive  from  Councils  the  same  assurance  and  con- 
sideration to  the  end  that  all  parts  of  the  municipal  machinery 
may  be  worked  in  the  most  efficient  and  harmonious  relation 
to  each  other. 

The  conclusions  to  which  your  Sub-Committee  have  arrived 
may  be  briefly  summarized.  The  Act  of  April,  1855,  Section 
20,  remains  in  force,  and  is  not  repealed  by  the  Bullitt  Bill. 
That  Act  provides,  ''That  for  all  '■'•new  work,"  the  contract 
and  sureties  shall  be  approved  by  Councils,  and  the  supervision 
of  Councils  shall  extend  to  adjudge  the  character  of  all 
work  and  materials  done  and  furnished  for  the  city,  and 
to  the  scrutiny  of  the  accounts  and  vouchers  therefor." 
The  ordinance  of  July  5,  1877.  which  provides  that  '•  all 
bids  and  proposals  for  stationery,  printing,  paper,  advertising, 
fuel,  work,  material  and  supplies  furnished  to  the  depart- 
ments, shall  be  opened,  and  the  contracts  awarded  in  the 
presence  of  the  Committees  of  Councils,"  remains  in  force,  and 
is  not  in  conflict  with  the  Bullitt  Act.  It  will  be  observed, 
however,  that  this  ordinance  provides  only  for  the  opening  of 
bids,  and  the  award  of  contracts  in  the  presence  of  the  proper 
committees  of  Councils.  Nothing  is  said  there  as  to  the  ap- 
proval of  awards  by  the  committees ;  but  by  the  ordinance 
approved  December  26,  1882,  it  is  ordained  that  the  Controller 
shidl  not  countersign  any  warrant  upon  the  City  Treasurer, 
unless  he  shall  have  been  furnished  with  ''the  copy  of  the 
schedule  of  bids,  the  copy  of  the  advertisement,  and  the 
statement  of  the  award  of  the  contract  endorsed  by  the  proper 
committee."  Stronger  language  could  hardly  be  employed 
than  that  which  is  here  used  in  the  ordinance  of  1882  ;  and 
whatever  may  be  said  to  be  the  literal  and  exact  meaning  of 
the  words  the  intention  and  purpose  of  Councils  Avas  unmis- 
takable— /.  e.  not  to  have  their  committees  award  the  contrarta, 
but  to  have  the  contracts  awarded  in  the  presence  of  their 
committees  by  the  department  heads,  and  then  subject  to  the- 
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committees'  approval  ov  disapproval.  It  is  very  well  known 
that  all  these  safe  guards  which  were  thus  thrown  by  Councils 
around  the  expenditure  of  the  public  money,  had  their  origin 
in  the  extravagance  and  corruption  of  some  of  the  Departments 
of  the  City  Government,  against  Avhich  it  became  absolutely 
necessary  to  provide.  The  spirit  and  purpose  of  these  ordi- 
nances run  through  all  the  municipal  legislation  of  the  last  ten 
years,  and  within  that  period  of  time  the  tax  rate  has  been 
largely  reduced,  the  expenditures  have  been  greatly  diminished, 
and  the  public  debt  has  been  enormously  decreased.  Success-, 
ful  collusion  or  conspiracy  to  obtain  unlawful  possession  of 
public  money  or  property  has  been  rendered  almost  impossible, 
and  a  faithful  observance  of  the  foregoing  laws  and  ordinances 
would  seem  to  be  all  that  is  required  to  secure  the  same  good 
results  for  the  future.  Whether  they  can  be  continued  in 
force  and  practice  is  a  matter  of  much  graver  concern  to  the 
people  of  Philadelphia  than  to  Councils.  It  would  be  a  long 
step  backward  for  the  departments  to  resume  the  methods  and 
forms  of  many  years  ago  under  the  plea  of  "  Executive 
Power"  or  ''Executive  Functions,"  because  the  integrity  and 
ability  which  now  prevail  in  these  departments  may  not  always 
be  found  in  all  of  them.  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  informs 
your  Committee  that  for  the  present  he  and  the  department 
heads  must  be  guided  entirely  by  the  opinion  of  the  City 
Solicitor,  and  to  that  decision  your  Committee,  of  course,  can 
take  no  exception.  The  City  Solicitor  has  advised  the  Mayor 
and  his  Directors,  that  the  power  to  award  a  contract  is  un- 
questionably an  executive  power.  He  does  not  say,  however, 
that  to  approve  the  award  of  a  contract  is  an  executive  power, 
although  he  does  express  the  opinion  that  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Bullitt  Act  there  can  be  no  interference  by  ordinance 
with  the  administration  of  the  executive  functions  of  the 
Mayor  and  the  Departments,  and  that  no  member  or  Commit- 
tee of  Councils  can  assume  any  share  in  the  administration  of 
the  executive  functions  of  the  Mayor  and  the  Departments. 
Your  Committee  are  of  the  opinion  that  to  approve  the  award 
of  a.  contract  is  not  an  executive  power  or  an  executive  func- 
tion, but  that  it  is  leo;islative  and  regulative,  and  that  it  is  a 
prerogative  which  may  be  reserved  themselves  by  Councils 
under  Article  16th  of  the  Bullitt  Act. 

Article  XVI  provides  that  "  Councils  shall,  bj^  general  or- 
dinance, provide  for  the  proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the

affiiirs  of  the  city  by  the  Mayor  and  the  several  Departments 
and  the  Boards  thereof."  If  Councils,  in  their  wisdom,  shall 
determine  that  in  the  proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  affairs 
of  the  city  no  contract  shall  be  a  valid  and  binding  contract 
upon  the  city  until  after  it  shall  have  been  approved  by  Coun- 
cils, they  can  undoubtedly  so  provide  by  a  general  ordinance, 
although  they  cannot,  by  a  special  ordinance,  interfere  in  a 
special  case  with  the  executive  or  administrative  functions  of 
any  of  the  Departments  or  the  heads  thereof.  The  sentiment 
of  the  community  at  the  present  time  appears  to  be  in  favor 
of  extending  to  the  Mayor  and  the  Directors  of  Public  Safety 
and  Public  Works  not  only  the  largest  possible  measure  of 
confidence,  but  power  also,  so  that  it  may  well  be  doubted 
whether,  at  this  time,  it  would  be  wise  or  expedient  for  Coun- 
cils to  pass  any  general  ordinance  which  would  be  in  any  sense 
regulative  or  restrictive.  The  public  appear,  for  the  time  be- 
ing, to  have  lost  sight  of  the  fact  that  there  are  not  only  two. 
but  nine,  Departments,  and  that  all  these  are  to  be  credited 
with  almost  unlimited  powder  in  the  making  and  awarding  of 
contracts  for  w^ork,  material,  or  supplies,  if  Councils  are  to 
maintain  no  control  over  them.  The  discovery  of  gross  ex- 
travagance or  waste  in  one  or  the  other  of  these  Departments 
will  be  the  signal  for  the  welcome  exercise  by  Councils  of  their 
right  "  to  provide  by  general  ordinance"  in  the  matter  of  con- 
tracts, for  the  proper  and  efficient  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  the 
city  under  the  Bullitt  Act. 

Your  Sub-Committee  deem  it  inexpedient  to  recommend 
that  a  case  be  stated  for  argument  and  decision  by  the  Courts 
as  provided  by  one  of  the  annexed  resolutions,  and  they  also 
think  it  unnecessary  that  there  should  be  any  interference 
with  the  discretion  of  the  Controller,  in  the  simino;  of  war- 
rants  or  the  approval  of  bills.  The  two  resolutions  are  there- 
fore herewith  returned  to  the  General  Committee,  with  the 
suggestion  that  they  be  reported  to  Councils  with  a  negative 
recommendation,  and  that  the  Committee  be  discharged  from 
their  further  consideration.

Dear  Sir: — At  a  meeting  of  the  Directors  of  Charities 
and  Correction,  held  this  day,  I  am  requested  to  forward  you 
the  following  information. 

The  Almshouse  and  Hospital  at  Blockley  are  absolutely  in 
need  of  water-pipe  or  main,  going  around  the  whole  building, 
probably,  also,  the  Insane  Hospital. 

The  present  main  is  so  corroded  as  to  be  unfit  for  use. 
This  was  ascertained  last  year  and  the  appropriation  withheld 
solely  on  the  declared  intention  to  insert  it  in  the  Water  De- 
partment appropriation,  and  it  was  omitted  there  by  forgetful- 
ness.  We  are  told  that  it  is  difficult  to  get  water  on  the 
second  floor,  the   pipes  being  narrowed  to   the   size   of  two 
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fingers.     There  will  probably  be  2,000  feet  of  4-inch  pipe 
needed. 

A  gas  main  is  also  needed  for  all  the  buildings.  This  can 
be  laid  outside  or  within  the  building,  as  may  be  deemed  most 
prudent.

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hereof,  gas-mains  shall  be  laid  in  any  street  in  the  City  of 
Philadelphia  upon  the  passage  of  an  ordinance  authorizing 
the  laying  thereof,  under  the  lollowing  provisions  : 

First.  That  the  street  shall  be  dedicated,  properly  opened, 
and  graded  to  the  established  grade  of  the  city. 

Second.  That  a  frontage  charge  of  fifty  (50)  cents  per  lineal 
foot  shall  be  paid  to  the  City  by  the  owners  of  property  front- 
ing on  said  street. 

Third.  That  in  all  streets  of  a  width  of  forty  feet  and 
under  there  shall  be  but  one  main  laid,  and  that  as  near  the 
centre  of  said  street  as  shall  be  possible  ;  and  in  all  streets 
over  forty  feet  in  width,  there  sha^l  be  two' mains  laid,  one  on 
each  side  thereof. 

Fourth.  That  in  streets  where  but  one  line  of  pipe  is  laid, 
the  charge  of  fifty  cents  per  lineal  foot  shall  be  divided 
equally  between  the  owners  on  each  side  of  said  street ;  and 
wherever  there  are  two  lines  of  main  laid,  the  charge  of  fifty 
cents  per  lineal  foot  shall  be  paid  by  the  owners  on  each  side 
of  said  street. 

Fifth.  Within  five  days  after  the  laying  of  any  one  square 
of  main,  the  Department  of  Public  Works  shall  notify  the 
District  Surveyor,  who  shall  within  ten  days  thereafter,  assess 
the  charge  as  heretofore  fixed  against  the  several  owners  front- 
ing said  street,  in  proportion  to  their  respective  fronts,  and 
make  out  duplicate  bills  thereof,  which  he  shall  deliver  to  said 
Department  of  Public  Works,  which  shall  cause  one  copy  to  be 
delivered  to  the  owner  of  the  property,  and  a  copy  to  the 
Keceiver  of  Taxes ;  the  said  bills  shall  contain  a  printed  n  o- 
tice  that  the  amount  thereof  is  payable  to  the  Receiver  of 
Taxes  within  thirty  days  from  such  delivery,  and  that  if  not  paid 
within  four  months  from  such  delivery,  a  claim  will  be  filed 
for  the  amount.  Every  such  bill  shall  have  noted  thereon  the 
day  of  delivery  by  the  person  making  such  delivery.  At  the 
end  of  four  months  from  the  said  delivery,  all  such  bills  re- 
maining unpaid  shall  be  forwafded  by  the  Receiver  of  Taxes 
to  the  City  Solicitor,  who  shall  file  all  such  claims  in  the 
proper  court,  and  shall  at  once  proceed  in  the  manner  now 
provided  by  law  for  the  laying  of  water-pipe,  to  collect  the 
same.  All  such  claims,  so  filed,  shall  bear  interest  from  the 
expiration  of  the  said  thirty  days,  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent, 
per  annum,  in  addition  to  the  regular  legal  charges.  The

All  service  pipes,  meters,  cocks,  and  fittings  of  all 
kinds  from  the  street  mains  to  the  connection  with  the  private 
pipes  in  buildings,  shall  be  furnished  and  laid  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  at  the  expense  of  the  City,  and  shall

Dear  Sir  :-The  Ninth  Ward  Gas  Works,  as  originally  con- 
structed, had  a  capacity  for  manufacturing  about  five  million 
cubic  feet  of  gas  in  twenty-four  hours.  By  the  introduction 
of  improved  appliances,  this  capacity  has  been  increased  to 
over  seven  million  feet,  without  adequate  increase  of  purifying 
apparatus,  and  in  consequence  the  works  have  been  taxed 
beyond  their  capacity,  and  to  a  point  closely  approaching 
serious  danger  from  back  pressure,  etc. 

The  erection  of  an  additional  purifying  house  had,  for  some 
time  past,  engaged  the  attention  of  the  authorities,  but  noth- 
ing definite  was  done  until  the  Chief  had,  by  my  direction, 
prepared  plans  and  specifications  for  the  work. 

Upon  these,  bids  have  been  asked,  and  the  contract  has  been 
awarded  to-day  to  James  R.  Floyd  for  twenty-five  thousand 
two  hundred  dollars,  he  being  the  lowest  bidder. 

I  have  the  honor  to  request  that  you  will  ask  Councils  to 
make  an  appropriation  for  this  work,  and  also  to  approve  the 
contract  and  the  sureties  that  will  be  prepared  and  submitted 
in  a  few  days.  This  latter  section  is  necessary  under  the  Act 
of  Assembly  of  April  21,  1855,  which  provides  that  all  con- 
tracts for  new  work  must  be  approved  by  Councils.

To  do  this  work  without  encroaching  upon  the  item  of  ap- 
propriation for  the  repair  of  streets,  it  Avill  be  necessary  to  ask 
Councils  for  additional  funds,  which  should  properly  come 
from  the  Bureaus  of  Gas  and  of  Water,  which  have  heretofore 
paid  for  this  work. 

The  estimate  made  by  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Water, 
of  the  probable  cost  of  the  work  relating  to  this  branch  of  the 
service  is  sixteen  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  not  including 
cost  of  paving  over  water  mains. 

The  cost  of  paving  over  gas  services  in  1886  was  four  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  which  must  be  added  cost  of  paving  over  mains, 
around  lamp-posts,  etc. 

The  total  sum  needed  will  be  controlled  by  the  length  of 
water  and  gas-pipe  that  may  be  ordered  laid,  but  it  should  be 
from  forty  thousand  to  fifty  thousand  dollars.

Also,  there  is  an  unexpended  balance  of  $1,500  to  $2,000 
in  the  item  "for  extending  the  fire  escapes  on  the  hospital" 
beyond  what  is  needed  for  that  purpose,  which,  if  transferred 
to  an  item  "for  improving  the  water  supply,"  would  enable 
the  Directors  to  furnish  pipe  for  an  adequate  supply  of  water 
for  all  the  buildings.  It  is  recommended  that  Councils  be 
asked  to  make  the  transfer. 

Also,  that  the  Mayor  of  the  City  be  furnished  with  the 
previous  communications  on  the  subject  of  the  water  supply, 
with  the  Water  Department,  from  Colonel  Ludlow,  of  October 
29,  1883,  March  4,  1885,  March  7,  1885,  and  March  9,  1885. 

The  Hospital  and  the  Almshouse  are  different  institutions, 
so  that  the  appropriation  for  fire  escapes  for  the  Hospital 
cannot  be  used  to  construct  fire  escapes  for  the  Almshouse  or 
out-wards.

On  4th  of  June,  1887,  it  was  deemed  necessary,  in  view  of

The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  City 
of  PliiladelpJda  do  ordain,  That  the  owners  and  occupants 
of  real  estate,  except  those  used  as  private  dwellings, 
within  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  who  have  now  erected 
over  the  footways  of  any  of  the  streets  of  said  city  per- 
manent awnings,  either  of  wood  or  iron,  which  have  not 
been  erected  in  pursuance  of  any  ordinance  authorizing  the 
same,  are  permitted  to  have,  keep,  and  retain  the  same,  as  if 
an  ordinance  had  been,  prior  to  the  erection  thereto,  lawfully 
passed,  authorizing  and  legalizing  the  same :  Provided^  The 
awnings  now  erected,  or  that  may  in  the  future  be  erected, 
may  at  any  time  be  removed  by  the  City  of  Philadelphia,  by 
the  passage  of  an  ordinance  or  resolution  to  that  effect. 

Sect.  2.  That  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  to  erect  any  permanent  awning,  or  shed, 
over  or  across  any  sidewalk  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia, excepting  they  be  duly  and  regularly  authorized  by 
the  Building  Inspectors,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sect.  3.  That  the  Building  Inspectors  of  the  City  of  Phil- 
adelphia be,  and  they  are,  hereby  authorized,  to  issue  permits 
for  the  erection  of  permanent  awnings  or  sheds  across  the 
sidewalks  or  footways  of  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City, 
except  in  front  of  private  dwellings :  Provided,  The  parties 
desirous  of  erecting;  said  awnings  or  sheds,  shall  first  file, 
in  the  office  of  the  Building  Inspectors,  the  written  con- 
sent of  the  owner  of  the  property,  together  with  a  plan  of 
the  proposed  awning  or  shed,  and  if  these  are  approved  of  by 
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the  said  Building  Inspectors,  they  shall  issue  a  permit  for  the 
erection  of  the  same,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  two  (2) 
dollars  :  Aiid  ijrovided  further,  That  all  such  awnings  or 
sheds,  for  which  permits  may  be  granted  in  the  future,  shall 
be  erected  exclusively  of  corrugated  iron  (either  galvanizetl  or 
painted),  and  have  not  less  than  eight  feet  clear  space  at  any 
point  between  the  sidewalk  and  the  awning  or  shed,  and  that 
in  no  case  shall  they  extend  higher  than  the  bottom  of  the 
second  story  Avindow-sills :  and  that  the  posts  shall  be  set  back 
not  less  than  ten  inches  from  the  face  of  the  curb,  nor  more 
than  sixteen  inches  to  the  inside  line  of  said  post. 

Sect.  4.  That  when  any  wooden  awning  or  shed  now 
erected,  and  legalized  by  this  ordinance,  becomes  out  of  re- 
pair, it  shall  be  either  removed  or  replaced  by  an  iron  one,  as 
provided  for  in  section  three  of  this  ordinance. 

Sect.  5.  That  if  any  person  or  persons,  whether  owner 
or  occupant  or  tenant,  shall  erect,  construct,  build,  or 
alter,  a  permanent  awning  or  shed  over  or  across  any  side- 
walk or  footway  of  any  of  the  streets  of  the  City  of  Philadel- 
phia, in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  they  shall 
forfeit  and  pay  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars  for  each  and  every 
offence ;  which  said  sum  shall  be  recoverable  as  debts  are  now 
by  law  recoverable  :  Provided,  That  all  fees,  fines  or  penal- 
ties shall  be  daily  returned  to  the  City  Treasurer,  and  that  a 
report  of  all  permits  issued  shall  be  communicated  to  Councils 
by  the  Building  Inspectors,  at  least  once  in  every  six  months.

AN   ORDINANCE 

To  amend  an  ordinance,  approved  March    9.  1867,  entitled 
'■An  Ordinance  to  promote  cleanliness  and  health." 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  tlte  City 
of  Philadelphia  do  ordain,  That  Section  5  of  an  ordinance 
entitled  "An  Ordinance  to  promote  cleanliness  and  health," 
approved  March  9,  1867,  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended  so  as  to 
read  as  follows : 

No  dwelling  house,  store,  or  other  building  shall  be  erected 
or  altered  on  any  street  or  alley  in  wdiich  there  is  a  sewer, 
without  providing  an  underground  connection  by  drain  pipes 
with  the  sewers  for  carrying  off  all  drainage  that  would  other- 
wise flow  over  the  footways  ;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  to  permit 
any  drainage  that  may  be  offensive,  dangerous,  or  otherwise 
objectionable,  to  flow  across  the  footways  on  any  street  or  alley 
along  which  there  is  a  sewer ;  and  where  such  drainage  shall 
be  permitted  in  violation  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  to  give  notice  to  the 
owners  or  occupiers  so  offending  that  such  drainage  is  contrary 
to  law,  and  that  a  sewer  connection  must  be  made  within  thirty 
days.  In  case  the  notice  shall  be  disregarded,  and  the  offen- 
sive or  dangerous  drainage  continued  for  the  space  of  ninety 
days  after  the  service  of  said  notice  upon  the  owner  or  occu- 
pant, the  offender  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  thirty  (30)  dollars, 
to  be  collected  as  like  penalties  are  now  by  law  collected;  and 
for  every  month  of  failure  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
ninety  days,  an  additional  penalty  of  ten  (10)  dollars  shall  be 
imposed  until  a  proper  connection  be  made.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Director  of  Public  Safety  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  section.

Dear  Sir  : — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith,  for  your 
approval  and  transmission  to  Councils,  a  revised  schedule  of 
salaries  and  wages,  arranged  for  and  in  effect  since  June  1, 
1887,  of  the  officers  and  employees  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas. 

I  have  also  re-arranged  the  Lamplighting  Districts,  to  take 
effect  on  the  1st  inst..  reducing  the  number  from  twelve  to 
seven,  and  making  one  of  the  Superintendents  a  General 
Superintendent,  the  Superintendents  to  be  paid  ^70  per 
month,  and  the  General  Superintendent  $75  per  month. 

A  general  reduction  of  the  force  and  the  changes  included 
in  the  above  dispenses  with  many  officers  and  employees, 
reduces  the  pay  of  some  who  have  heretofore  received  com- 
pensation in  excess  of  their  duties  or  responsibilities,  equalizes 
the  pay  for  similar  labor  at  the  several  works  and  offices,  and 
facilitates  the  book-keeping  of  the  city  by  changing  the  absurd 
payments  per  day  or  per  month  in  odd  cents  to  round  figures, 
such  as  §91. H6  to  $90,  or  $72.09  to  $70,  or  $1.98  to  $2,  or 
$2.09  to  $2,  etc. 

The  new  schedule  results  in  a  saving  of  many  thousand 
dollars  to  the  City  Treasury,  and  the  services  rendered  are  as- 
efficient  as  heretofore.

Dear  Sir: — In  accordance  with  my  duty,  I  respectfully 
report  to  you  the  result  of  my  examination  of  the  54  in.  hori- 
zontal  tubular  boilers   at  the   Philadelphia   Almshouse,    and 
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tests  made  of  the  section  of  iron  removed  from  the  boilers, 
and  furnished  me  by  your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Samuel  Ogden 
(at  my  request),  for  that  purpose.  Owing  to  the  form  of  con- 
struction, it  has  been  impossible  to  make  a  reliable  examina- 
tion of  the  inside  of  these  boilers  below  the  tube,  the  opening 
being  too  small  to  admit  an  inspector,  and  the  tube  extending 
to  the  bottom  of  the  shell. 

I  find,  upon  a  careful  examination  of  the  removed  plates, 
that  the  iron  is  very  much  wasted  from  long  use,  and  much 
grooved  along  the  rivet  seam  ;  that  there  are  a  number  of 
cracks  or  flaws  in  the  plates,  particularly  so  at  the  laps  on  the 
bottom  rings,  showing  an  apparent  crystalization  of  metal, 
which  is  fully  proved  by  the  test  (a  copy  of  which  I  have 
furnished  your  Chief  Engineer,  Mr.  Ogden),  and  reveals  an 
exceedingly  distressed  condition  of  the  metal. 

These  boilers  are  now  nearly  twenty-five  years  old,  and 
have  been  in  constant  use  since  their  erection ;  and  in  view  of 
these  facts  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval,  and 
recommend  their  removal.

Gentlemen  : — In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
of  Assembly  approved  June  11,  1879,  I  hereby  furnish  a  de- 
tailed statement  of  the  estimated  receipts,  expenditures  and 
liabilities  of  every  kind  for  the  next  fiscal  year  from  January 
1,  1888,  and  for  the  months  of  the  current  year  from  August 
1,  1887  ;  and  I  have  added  thereto  the  usual  calculations  for 
the  tax  rate  made  in  conformity  with  the  directions  of  the 
First  Section  of  that  Act. 

The  total  estimated  expenses  of  the  various  departments  of 
the  city  for  the  year  1888,  as  submitted  to  me,  amount  to 
$17,110,188.18,  exclusive  of  "-the  lawful  obligations  due  by 
the  City "  during  that  year,  which  must  be  provided  for, 
amounting  to  $4,438,089.93.  This  sum  includes  the  several 
amounts  required  for  the  payment  of  interest  and  State  tax 
upon  the  loans  of  the  city  during  the  j'ear  1888  ;  the  amount 
required  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  four  per  cent,  loans  ma- 
turing during  that  year ;  the  amount  required  by  the  Sinking 
Fund  Commissioners,  and  a  deficiency  or  floating  indebtedness- 
amounting  to  $328,024.93,  estimated  to  be  due  on  January 
1,  1888. 

This  is  an  estimated  deficiency  only.  There  is  always  diffi- 
culty in  stating  prospective  receipts,  and  for  that  reason  the- 
estimated  receipts  between  August  1  and  December  31,  1887, 
are  given  at  the  lowest  figures. 

In  the  examination  of  the  statement  of  the  "  Limit  of  City 
expenses  for  1888,"  it  will  be  observed  that  the  "  average 
income  from  sources  other  than  current  tax  moneys  [exclusive 
of  Sinking  Fund  receipts),  such  average  of  income  to  be  deter- 
mined by  ascertaining^  the  average  income  during  the  Jive 
years  immediately  preceding,''  does  not,  of  course,  include  any 
of  the  receipts  from  the  Bureau  of  Gas,  or  from  licenses  for 
the  sale  of  liquors,  which  will  be  important  sources  of  revenue 
in  the  year  1888. 

Heretofore  the  revenue  derived  from  liquor  licenses  has  been 
the  property  of  the  State,  but  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act 
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of  Assembly  approved  May  13,  1887,  the  four-fifths  of  the 
license  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars  will  hereafter  be  payable  to 
the  City  of  Philadelphia. 

It  has  been  estimated  by  the  City  Treasurer  that  3,000 
licenses  Avill  be  issued  during  the  year  1888.  The  number 
issued  during  the  present  year  was  about  5,750,  and  it  is  pos- 
sible that  the  licenses  for  next  year  will  exceed  the  number 
estimated.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  do  not  define  the  exact 
duties  of  the  City  Treasurer  as  to  the  mode  of  settlement  of 
the  accounts  of  license  fees  with  the  State  Treasurer.  The 
licenses  will  issue  before  July  1st,  1888,  and  it  may  be  neces- 
sary for  Councils  to  take  some  action  to  secure  a  speedy  settle- 
ment of  these  accounts  with  the  State,  so  that  the  City  may 
have  the  benefit  during  the  year  1888- of  the  money  to  be 
derived  from  these  license  fees.  No  estimate  of  probable  re- 
ceipts during  1888  has  been  made  for  the  Fairmount  Park 
Fund,  which  amounted  in  1886  to  $14,049.31,  and  has  aver- 
aged for  the  years  1882  to  1886  $12,921.31  per  year. 

The  valuation  of  taxable  property  for  1888,  furnished  by 
the  Board  of  Revision  of  Taxes,  amounts  to  $647,213,039. 
There  is  an  increase  of  $26,003,387  in  the  assessment  upon 
real  estate,  and  a  decrease  of  $7,469,660  in  the  value  of 
taxable  personal  property,  by  reason  of  the  repeal  of  the  tax 
upon  watches,  household  furniture,  and  pleasure  carriages,  as 
provided  by  the  Act  of  Assembly  approved  May  13,  1887, 
making  a  net  increase  of  $18,533,727  in  the  valuation  of 
taxable  property  over  1887. 

If  the  tax  rate  for  1888  be  fixed  at  $1.80  it  will  be  neces- 
sary for  you  to  reduce  the  estimates  of  the  Departments 
$6,599,904.20.  A  tax  rate  of  $2.89  upon  the  valuation  for 
the  year  will  produce  sufficient  to  meet  all  the  demands  of  the 
several  departments. 

A  tax  rate  of  $2  upon  the  valuation  for  the  year  will  pro- 
duce $5,419,389.12  less  than  the  departments  ask  for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.95  upon  the  same  valuation  will  give 
$5,714,515.39  less  than  the  departments  ask  for, 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.90  upon  the  same  valuation  will  give 
$6,009,632.65  less  than  the  departments  ask  for. 

A  tax  rate  of  $1.85  upon  the  same  valuation  will  give 
$10,805,324.85  or  $6,304,863.33  less  than  the  departments 
ask  for,  and  $904,552.95  more  than  was  appropriated  to  the 
departments  from  the  tax  levy  of  this  year. 
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The  estimated  expenses  of  the  Bureau  of  Gas  for  the 
five  months  from  August  1  to  December  31,  1887,  are 
$1,506,566.32,  and  the  estimated  receipts  for  the  same 
period  are  $1,381,047.41.  Considering,  however,  the  ex- 
penses and  receipts  for  the  nine  months  from  April  1  to 
December  31,   1887,  the  statement  is  as  follows  :

The  expenses  of  the  Gas  Bureau  during  the  last  quarter  of 
the  year  are  necessarily  increased,  while  the  payments  for 
gas  consumed  during  that  quarter  will  not  be  received  until 
after  the  expiration  of  the  present  year. 

I  have  received  from  the  City  Solicitor  a  statement  of  final 
judgments  entered  against  the  city  remaining  unpaid,  which 
amount  to  $46,231.34. 

This  amount  has  been  charged  in  the  statement  herewith  as 
a  liability. 

The  City  Solicitor  has  further  stated  that  in  Road  Jury 
Reports  filed,  but  not  confirmed,  and  in  reports  that  will  be 
filed  before  the  close  of  the  present  year,  judgments  will 
probably  be  entered  against  the  city  for  road  damages  amount- 
ing to  $250,000. 

It  is  a  satisfaction  to  the  taxpayers  and  the  holders  of  the 
loans  of  the  city  to  learn  of  the  gradual  but  considerable 
reduction  of  the  funded  debt  with  a  corresponding  decrease 
in  the  charges  for  interest.  There  have  been  redeemed  during 
the  first  seven  months  of  the  present  year  loans  amounting 
to  $1,116,900,  and  there  will  be  redeemed  on  December  31, 
1887,  Four  Per  Cent.  Loans  amounting  to  $254,825.

To  levy  and  fix  the  rate  of  taxes  for  the  year  1888. 

Section  1.  The  Select  and  Oommon  Councils  of  the  City 
of  Philadelplda  do  ordain.  That  the  Board  of  Revision  of 
Taxes  are  hereby  authorized  and  required  forthwith  to  levy  on 
the  taxable  property  returned  by  the  assessors  as  the  assess- 
ment made  in  the  year  1887  (except  such  as  are  marked  agri- 
cultural and  farm  lands  and  rural  or  suburban),  a  tax  of  one 
(1)  dollar  and  eighty-five  (85)  cents  on  the  hundred  dollars  on 
the  assessed  value  thereof. 

Sect.  2.  The  said  tax  to  be  levied  for  the  year  1888  as  one 
city  and  county  tax,  and  is  hereby  voted  for  the  following 
objects  for  the  said  year,  viz.: 

Item  1.  For  the  relief  and  employment  of  the  poor,  the  sum 
of  seven  (7)  cents. 

Item  2.  For  the  public  schools,  the  sum  of  twenty-two  (22) 
cents. 

Item  3.  For  lighting  the  city,  the  sum  of  four  (4)  cents. 

Item  4.  For  the  payment  of  interest  on  the  funded  debt,  and 
for  the  sinking  fund,  the  sum  of  seventy-one  (71)  cents. 
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Item  5.  For  the  care  of  the  public  highways,  the  sum  of 
«ight  (8)  cents. 

Item  6.  For  the  supply  of  water,  the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  7.   For  the  police,  the  sum  of  twenty  (20  cents. 

Item  8.  For  the  care  of  markets  and  city  property,  the  sum 
of  three  (3)  cents. 

Item  *J.  For  the  department  of  fire,  the  sum  of  seven  (7) 
cents. 

Item  10.   For  the  prisons,  the  sum  of  two  (2)  cents. 

Item  11.  For  the  Department  of  the  City  Commissioners, 
the  sum  of  nine  (9)  cents. 

Item  12.  For  the  Health  Department,  the  sum  of  two  (2) 
cents. 

Item  13.  For  the  remaining  expenses  of  the  municipality, 
the  sum  of  twenty-one  (21)  cents.  And  said  amounts  are 
hereby  declared  to  be  appropriated  for  said  objects,  subject  to 
further  direction  by  ordinance.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of . 
the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  cause  to  be  printed  on  the  tax  bills 
the  rate  voted  for  the  objects  hereinbefore  mentioned. 

Sect.  3.  On  all  such  portions  of  assessed  property  marked 
"agricultural  and  farm  lands,"  only  one-half  of  the  highest 
rate  of  tax  shall  be  levied  ;  and  on  all  such  portions  marked 
"  rural  or  suburban,"  only  two-thirds  of  the  highest  rate  of 
tax  shall  be  levied ;  and  no  part  of  that  set  apart  for  the  relief 
and  employment  of  the  poor  shall  be  levied  on  the  assessed 
property  situate  in  the  Avards  where  houses  for  the  accommo- 
dation of  the  poor  are  provided,  as  required  by  the  eighteenth 
section  of  the  Act  of  February  2,  1854. 

Sect.  4.  That  upon  all  taxes  paid  on  or  before  the  thirtieth 
day  of  June,  a  discount  at  the  rate  of  one  per  cent,  per  annum 
shall  be  allowed.  If  paid  after  tlie  thirtieth  day  of  June  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  August,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
one-half  of  one  per  cent,  shall  be  added  and  made  payable  to 
the  same.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  August  and  on  or  be- 
fore the  first  day  of  September,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or 
penalty  of  one  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  Sep- 
tember and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October  there  shall  be 
an  addition  or  penalty  of  one  and  one-half  per  cent.  If  paid 
after  the  first  da}^  of  October  and  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
J!^ovember,  there  shall  be   an  addition  or  penalty  of  two  per 
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cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  November  and  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  December,  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty 
of  three  per  cent.  If  paid  after  the  first  day  of  December  and 
on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January,  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
four  per  cent. ;  and  upon  all  taxes  remaining  unpaid  after  the 
first  day  of  January  there  shall  be  an  addition  or  penalty  of 
five  per  cent,  added  to  and  made  payable  on  the  same.  And 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Receiver  of  Taxes  to  display  from 
day  to  day  in  large  figures  and  in  a  conspicuous  place  in  the 
Tax  Office  the  amount  of  discount  or  penalty  fixed  by  ordi- 
nance.

These  facts  account  for  the  need  of  the  additional  appropri- 
ation of  $30,000  asked  for  to  Item  2. 

The  appropriation  to  Item  4  was  insufficient  for  the  work 
to  be  done,  which  was  also  the  case  with  Item  6. 

Under  the  latter  item,  the  iron  castings  cost  twice  as  much 
this  year  as  last,  and  the  expense  of  moving  from  Cherry 
street  to  the  new  shop  was  also  charged  to  this  item.

Provided,  That  the  Director  of  Department  of  Public  Works 
may  cause  any  of  the  work  to  be  done  by  day's  labor,  when, 
in  his  judgment,  he  shall  deem  the  same  to  be  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  ;  the  bills  or  pay-rolls  for  such  work  to  be 
approved  by  the  Committee  on  Highways.
